House Committee Meets 
To Consider Substitute; 
Higher Rates Urged 


WASHINGTON (lP)—Anticipating 
the possibility of defeat of its pro- 
posed mandatory joint income tax 
return provision, the house ways 
and means committee met in spe- 
cial session today to consider a sub- 
stitute proposal. | 

Rep. John D. Dingell, D., Mich., 
wrote the proposal which the com- 
mittee took up just two nours before 
the house assembles for a final vote 
on the $3,529,200,000 defense tax 
dill. 

Dingell’s proposal provides that 
husband and wife, in cases where 
both are wage earners, must file 
individual income tax returns. Un- 
der present law they have the op- 
tion of filing the returns individual- 
ly or jointly. The pending bill con-' 
tains a provision making joint re- 
turns mandatory. 

Dingell reported higher assess- 
ment schedules to make up the 
$300,C00,000 that joint returns would 
have raised. 

The vote on the mandatory re- 
turn provision is the only ballot al- 
lowed on any single provision of 
the bill under terms of the rule by 
which the huge revenue raising 
measure was brought to the house 
floor. 

Rep. Frank H. Buck, D., Calif., a 
leader of the opposition to the pro- 
posal, claiming opposition strength 
“is constantly growing,’ said: 
“We've got them licked.” 

The effect of the committee’s 
proposal would be to subject the in- 
come of married couples earning 
more than $4000 to higher surtaxes 
than if husband and wife were 
permitted to file separate returns. | 

Rep. Robert L. Doughton, D., N. 
C, chairman of the committee, had | 
rejected a last minute appeal of! 
President Roosevelt for lower per- | 
sonal exemptions, modification of | 
the joint return proposal, and com- 
putation of excess profits taxes on 
the basis of capitalization, rather!

Moscow Admits Germans 
Pressing But Declares 
Imminent Danger Lacking

German forces started a new pin- 
' cers attack toward Kiev today and

Strike U. S. Industry 
During May 30th Holiday 


NEW YORK, (lP) — J. Edgar 
Hoover, director of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation, said today in 
an article written for the American 
Magazine that organized saboteurs 
| had planned a mass attack on de- 
fense industry plants last May, in- 
cluding bombing of factories from 
private planes. 

“It is now possible,” Hoover 
wrote, ‘to tell the real story behind 
the headlines ‘in the newspapers 
across the country last May: “Troops. 
rush to airplane factories’—‘Soldiers. 
guarding ammunition, factories.’ 

“The reports were accurate. Two- 
general plans were to be followed. 
First, certain individuals were to be 
ton the factories to stop jroduc- 


tion bloodlessly, taking advantage 
of the holiday absence of many em- 
ployes. If this failed, saboteurs in 
{ private planes would destroy the 
factories by bombing. 
{ “Airplane and ammunition fac-

eS On May 27, three days before 
the holiday, the FBI confirmed hte 
reports from foreign sources. The 
information was transmitted in- 
stantly to all field officers, to mili- 
tary and naval intelligence service, 
to the treasury department, to lo- 
cal law enforcement agencies-and to 
the factories marked for destruc- 
tion.

Be Tactful 
In Dealing 
With Child

@ A wise wife, when her husband 
returns from fishing, does not im- 
mediately ask him, “How many 
did you get?” Nor will she ask 
about his catch unless she is sure 
he wishes her to ask. She knows 
he would have come with hurried 
steps to display the fish if he had 
any big ones or even any at all. 
This understanding woman avoids 
the usual question because she 
knows how her husband dislikes 
to admit he has no fish. 


Respect Child’s Feelings 


In like fashion, the wise mother 
helps her child to save his face in 
all sorts of trying situations. In 
doing so she avoids provoking him 
to disobedience but wins his co- 
operation, causing him to feel she 
understands. 

When her lad of ten is out play- 
ing with other boys, she does not 
walk out to rebuke or command 
him concerning personal matters, 
nor does she send him an unwel- 
come message by a younger broth- 
er or sister. 

She and the boy have an un- 
derstanding that when the street 
lights come on he shall come to the 
house. Then he is able to say to 
the other boys he is tired or it is 
time for supper. She avoids indi- 
cating to the other boys that her 
son is strictly bossed. She aims to 
get desirable results and still help 
him save his face, 

Mutual Understanding 

When his gang drop in and the 
lad does some smart aleek things 
which she has never seen him do, 
she may feel like shaking or pad- 
dling him. But she does not. She 
doesn’t even rebuke him. She 
knows that he is trying to assure 
the other boys he is quite inde- 
pendent and grown up. 

A wise mother understands. In 
the evening when alone with him, 
she probably reminds him of his 
ill-becoming conduct that morn- 
ing and shows him she knows why 
he did it. But, of course, she makes 
clear to him that in the future she 
will expect him to watch his step 
and find more desirable ways to 
establish himself with the gang. 


Avoid Personal Remarks 


When there is company, the 
mother does not talk about her 
son’s shortcomings in their midst 
nor brag about him, nor utter any 
embarrassing personal remark 
concerning him. She always tries 
to put herself in her imagination 
in his place. This he understands 
and is generous in rewarding her 
with his best conduct and coop- 
eration.

“If you want 
your breakfast an hour earlier ev- 
ery morning, the farmer’s got to 
get up an hour earlier to supply 
you with eggs, milk, bacon and veg- 
etables. It knocks him off his rou- 
tine.”

“You can’t control 
nature by law.” 

“The sun has to be up three or 
four hours to get the dew off the 
ground before a farmer can put in 
his hay, thrash his grain or pluck 
his pears. With daylight saving 
time, a farmer’s help would quit 
just along about the time in the af- 
ternoon when it’s the best working 
time on a farm.”
